posed that the Curate should take the Bishop’s licence with 
the additional stipend; but that he should ¢dter into a 
private agreement with him to continue to officiate as his 
Curate on the former terms. To this proposal the Curate 
very properly would not accede; and the Rector, inconse- 
quence, gave him notice to quit the Curacy at the expiration 
of three months, and informed the Bisbop that he should 
do hisown duty, His Lordship being made acquainted with 
the cause of this resolution of the Rector, signified to the 
Curate that he should mot give the Rector.a licence of 
non-residenee, but on condition that he, the Curate, 
was restored to the curacy on honourable terms; and, 
during the space of four years, he kept his promise. 
But, in the fifth year, his Lordship, cantrary to his pro- 
mise, gave the rector his licence, acknowledging his then 
“assistant as curate, who is not more.capable of doing the 
duty than the rector himself. . The consequence, however, 
has been, that more than two-thirds. of the congregation 
have deserted the Church. But it is to be hoped, that the 
late Bishop of London’s successor will not renew the rector’s 
license, without having the late curate testored, of some 
other proper person appointed to the curacy, agreeably to 
the provision, made by the Residence Act.—I am, Sir, 
yours, &.. © A Cuurcaman.

of such ao appearance. ° About twelve years ago, when I was 
parochial schoulmaster at Reay, in the course of my walking 
eo the shore of Sandside Bay, being a fine warm day tn Sum- 
aer, I was induced tu exi¢ad my walk towards Sandside Head, 
when my altemion was arrested by the appearance of a figure, 
resem ling an unclothed human female, siiting upen a rock ex- 
tending into the sea, und apparently in the action of combing 
kis hair, which Qewed around its shoulders, and. of a light 
brown colour, The resemblance which the figure bore to its 
proiwtype ia all its visible parts. was so striking, that had not 
the rock on which it was sitting been dangerous for bathing, 1 
would have been corstrained to have, regarded it as really an 
human form, and ta any eye unaccustomed to the situation, i 
must have undoubtedly appeared as such: The head was co- 
vered with hair of the. cplour above mentioned, and shaded 
on the crown, the forehead round, and face plamp, the cheeks 
ruldy, the eyes blue, the mouth and lips of a natural form, 
resembling thote of a man, the'teeth L could not discover, as 
the mouth was shut; the breasts uull abdomen, the arms and 
fingers, of the size of a full-grown body of the human species ; 
the fingers, from the action in which the hands were employed, 
did ngt appear to he webbed, bat as to this I am not positive. 
Jt remained-on the rock three or four minutes after J observed 
it, and was exercised during that period in combing its hair, 
which was long and thick, and of which it appeared proud, 
an! then dropping inte the sea, which was level with the ab- 
domen, from whence it did not re-appear to me, I hada 
distinct view of its features, being at-no great distance on an 
cnivence above the rock on which it was sitting, and the suo 
brightly shinlng. Immediately before its getting into its na- 
(ural element, it seemed to have observed me, as the eyes were 
directed towards the eminence on which I stood. It may be 
aecessary to remark, that previous to the period [ beheld this 
object, L had heard it frequently reported by several peesons, 
tod some of them persons whose veravity I never heard dis- 
puted, that they had seen such a phenomenon as I have de- 
icribed, though then, like muuy others, C was net disposed to 
credit their testimony on this subject. I can say of a truth, 
that it was only by seeing the- phenomenon I was perfectly 
touvinced of its existence. 

If the above narrative can in any degree be subservient to- 
Wards establishing the existence of a phenomenon, hitherto 
timost ineredible to naturalists, or to remove the scepticism 
of others who are ready to dispute every -thing which they 
fannot fully comprehend, you are welcome to it, fidm Deg 
Sic, your most obliged humble servant, | Wa.
